This dayls a day for a pensive mood, The
almosphere s in one of its most peculiar
humors, quite indescribable, Allhough some-
what hazy, and foreboding & storm, it Is still
wondrously clear and altogether sgroeable,
Yesterdny afternoon (ta peculinr atate producod
a voery curlons and uuususl eflect.  For two or
three hours previous to sun-set the shores of
Delaware were distinetly visible tor o streteh of
peveral miles, more distinotly, say the old resl-
dents, than has been the case for several yoars,
This rore phevomenon attrscied grent attention
and comment,

Auvother tople of frequent diseussion hns hasm
the unusual success attending the present sea. |
gon. The same relinble quoted
above, Lthe old-time residents of the island, are
quite well assured that pever fn the past hss it
been equallod, aud never approached save by
the genson of 1865, Opening with the lnst weok
of June, thoe ialand was tlled almost to discom-
fort by the twentieth of July, the great roash
continuing for n lull month, and closing scaroely
g week ago, Duoring this poriod it Is elalmed
that the average population o! the place, lnzlad
ing both ecottagers nnd bholel goests, rangel
between téen and twelve thousaad, while now
and then, especinlly over s Sunday, it reached
thirteen thousand., Youor correspondent {5 not
disposed to question these fgures; lor, In com
mon with hundreds of others, he can testify to
the faot that it wna frequently lmpossible to
oblain nccommodations that would have satisflad
& horee who was not even orainarily fastidious,
The amount of travel over the railroad
likewige aflirme the statement,  From the
first of July to the present time the dally
through travel between the island  and
Philadelphin has averaged 1500, while from
July 20 to August 15—=the period of the great
cramming process—Iit amounted Lo al least 2500,
The erection of the splendid Excursion House
by the railroad compaoy tended greatly to
increase the passenger tratlic of the road, espe-
clally with respect to excursion trains, one of
which hns been run nearly every day siuce the
4th of July. In addition to the 40,000 or more
persons which the xailroad has transported to
the island, the steamers have been quite busy
also, In this connecton, the stutisties of the
Jeading holcls are of woeight and interest, A
careful cstimation of the number of names
registercd einece the oprning in June ou the
books of the principal establishments shows the
following result:—

In addition to these are half a score of smailer
eoncerns, at which from 200 10 400 ditferent per-
pons have been entertained daring the sgenson.
There is still upother noticeable feature about
the hotel business of this summer. The greal
rush lasted almost Lwice as long as is usually
the case, and the proprietors say that never
before lave their guests extended their visits so
long. Itisnextto impossible to form an esti
mate of the amount of money which has found |
its way from the pockers of the people iuto the
coffers of the hotel proprictors, storckeepers ol
all kinds, backmen, und others who find Oape
1sland a profitable pluce for business of some
gort, but it certainly runs well up ioto the hun-
dreds of thousands of dollar:,

Although the great ru<h terminated aboul two
weeks ago, the season s not yet al an end. At
three or four hotels the arrivals of Satarday
pumbered about one hundred, and the depart-
ures this morning were pnusuilly and uuex-
pectedly Hght, The sceve at dinner at Congress
Hall or the Columbia House shows that huun.
dreds of people are still slowel away at each
place; while the cotingers, most of whom came
down very early in the seanson, have not yet
made preparations for the exolus (o the city.
On Baturday e¢vening the last grand hop at the
Columbin House took place, under the mapage
ment of Mr. Mark Hassler, The large dining-
room was crowded, and the assemblage was s
brillinnt aud vivacious se any which bave pre-
ceded it. At the same fime o laree andieuce
was gathered in the dining-room of Cougress
Hall, the attraction being a concert given by
the cholr of the Rev. T. De Wit Tal®
madge's church, the proceeds belng for the
benefit of the Metbodist Episcopal Chureh at
this place, of which the Hev. Mr. Hewitt is
pastor. The programme Wig fi cholee and dii-
cult one, but was executed with commendable
care, and in n manner altogether sueeessful and
pleasing. On Saturday evening next the festiy-
itles of the summer will be formally terminated
by & bop sl Congress Hall, under Hasslor's
management, i the threatened storm does no'
transpire, there will be found on the islund
quite enongh people to impart to the cccasion
a3 brillinut & character mg it the season were
still at its height, luformsal hops are nlso sel
down for severnl evenings during the week,
The plewsures ol the bath, nad the rare invigo-
ration of the sea breeze, do not sallice, save lor
a very few pevsons of quiet dieposition, und us
long a8 & corporal’s guard can be mustered, the
gound of music und the tripping of “the lghi
fantastic toe” will be heard und seen,

Now thut the present sesson 18 rapidly draw-
ing to a close, arrangemients for the futore are
already under way., ‘The municipal authorliies
have heretofore merited nnd received the con-
demnation of nenrly every visitor to the islanl,
The streets are in a miscrable condition by day,
and by night they are suveloped In darkness
most profound. Both of these drawbaoks, it 18
